at Noon by Eleven, and fo2 departing at Twelve of the 
clock; and at Nights, from Michaelmas to Lady-day at 
Five and Sir, and from Lady. day to Michaelmas at Six and 
Seven; and a Bell uſed to be rung foꝛ warning to all perſons to depart, and acertain 
Penalty appointed that was wont tobe lebied upon any that remained beyond thoſe 
Hours: Jt being alſo obſerved to be the occaſion that ſo great numbers (as are daily 
obſerved? do divert themſelves to tranſact their Aﬀairs, pꝛoper to the Exchange, in 
Taverns, Coffee-houles, and other places of common Entertainment; which, beſides the 
too often ill Conſequences thercof to particular men. doth conſiderably detract from 
the Fate and Fulneſs of that eminent Concourſe and Meeting, and concurre with thoſe 
great Diſtrelles and Difficulties which the Divine JuTice hath inflicted,” and our oron 
Folly and Iniquities have dzawn upon us, to abate and diminiſh the ancient Splen- 
dour, Eſteem and Honour of the City: It is upon due conſideration hereof, and fo 
ſundzy other good Reaſons, thought fit and D2dered by this Court, That to? the pꝛeſent. 
till the Royal Exchange be finiſhed, and the City by God's Bleſſing and Alliſtente farther 
recovered, the Noon- exchange map be continued at Greſham. houſe till Twelve of the clock ; 
and that at the ſaid Hour, (whereof notice to be given by the Bell nowuſed) oꝛ within half 
an hour after at the fartheſt, from and after the fourteenth day of February next. all Mer⸗ 
chants, Tradeſmen, Factozs,B2oakers.,andthe Servants of Merchants and Tradeſmen, 
ant all other perſons concerned, ſhall withdzaw themſelves and depart from the ſaid 
place, as they will avoid the Penalttes already p2ovided, oꝛ ſuch other courſe as may rea- 
ſonably and lawfully be taken, againſt the wilfull and refractozy Dffenders. And it 
is recommended to the right Honourable the Zozd Mayor, to dirett ſuch means as his Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhip ſhall judge moſt effectuall foꝛ the Execution of this O2der. * 
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
